Aims and Scope of the Journal 


Now that man has become accustomed 

to the idea of exploring space, he has 
turned his attention to the equally 
challenging task of exploring and making 
effective use of the oceans. It is already 
apparent that the rewards of this effort 
will include new scientific knowledge 

and understanding of the oceans, 
increased food production from them, and 
increased mineral, oil and gas resources. 
Working in an environment as hostile as a 
deep ocean presents engineering prob- 
lems which are at least as challenging as 
those encountered in space exploration. 


Ocean Engineering provides a medium 
for the publication of original research 
and development work in this field. In 
recognition of the fact that many research 
and development workers are now 
entering it, occasional review articles by 
leading authorities are published. 


Because the field of ocean engineering is 
rapidly expanding, it would be unwise to 
define the scope of the journal too 
precisely. Areas that are to be covered, 
fixed and floating, are the design and 
construction of structures (including 
ships), submarine soil mechanics, coastal 
engineering, properties and fabrication 

of materials, stress analysis and hydro- 
dynamic properties of shells, underwater 
instrumentation, power and propulsion 
systems, aquacultural engineering and 
underwater acoustics. Work on marine 
resources will also be included. 


Information for Contributors 
GENERAL 


Manuscripts for publication should be 
submitted to the Editor-in-Chief, or the 
Associate Editors. 


Only papers not previously published 
(except governmental reports) will be 
accepted, and authors must agree not to 
publish elsewhere a paper submitted to 
and accepted by the Journal. 


Although English is the preferred 
language of the Journal, manuscripts will 
also be accepted in French, German 

and Spanish. 


Reprints can be purchased on a reprint 
order form which will accompany proofs. 


STYLE OF MANUSCRIPT 

Manuscripts should be typed double- 
spaced on one side of the page only with 
wide margins, and submitted in duplicate. 
A short abstract should accompany the 
manuscript on a separate sheet. Both the 
paper itself and the abstract should be 
headed by the name or names of the 
author and their affiliation. In the case of 
co-authors, it should be clearly indicated 
which author is to receive correspondence 
and proofs for correction. 

Mathematical expressions should be 
carefully inserted, keeping in mind 
typographical difficulty. Authors should 
indicate in the margin the names of 
Greek letters or other unusual symbols 
when they first occur and clarify any 
other possible sources of ambiguity; for 
example between “zero" and the letter 


“O"", the numeral “one” and the letter 
"|", capital and small letters, etc. Tables 
should be submitted on separate sheets 
of paper, should be the original typed 
material, should be numbered con- 
secutively and should have informative 
titles. Tables will be reproduced directly 
from the copy provided. The position of 
tables in the manuscript should be 
indicated. 

All figures and illustrations should be 
professionally drawn, about twice the 
final size required. Their position in the 
manuscript should be indicated, and 
fiqure numbers together with informative 
titles should be listed on a separate sheet 
of paper. The Harvard System of 
references is used: in the body of the 
text a paper is referred to by the author's 
surname with the year of publication in 
parentheses; and at the end of the paper 
complete references are given alpha- 
betically by authors’ surnames, with 
journals abbreviated according to the 
World List of Scientific Periodicals. 
Dimensions should be given in metric 
units. If imperial measures are used then 
the metric equivalents must be given in 
parentheses directly following the Imperial 
measure. 

Proofs will normally be sent to the first 
author. Authors’ corrected proofs should 
be returned within 48 hours of receipt; 
however, corrected proofs not returned 
within four weeks will be assumed 
acceptable for publication. 
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
